A TRIP UP NORTH. 

DIARY OF THE OTTER. 

We left Victoria, January 4th, at four 
o'clock, p.m., on tho H. B.C. staaner Otter ; 
anchored in Plumper Pass at 12 ; started al 
8 o'clock next moroins; for the capital of 
British Columbia, the ahip'a beat going 
ahead throwing tbo line and feeling our way ; 
moving at a soail'a pace and tbraadiog our 
passage through tbe labyrinth of iutrioaciaa 
wliieli so r.ealously guatd the approach to 
Fraser river, wc reached iNew VY^scmioster. 
Never was the unspeakable lolly ol compelling 
vessels to make this tedious and tcflupus 
journey more upparont. Hero was tho time 
of thirty men, baring no other business 
hero, consumption of fuel, intoreat on capital 
invested in ship and cargo, involving hun- 
dreds of dollars, wasted — solving no puriioso 
except to exhibit the iodiOerenco of the Brit- 
ish Columbia autboritiea to tbe development 
of their own resources and tbe suicidal polioy 
ofsepaialo GovernmeDts. 

i'asdiijg over the usual moootonoui details 
iif tbe diary, with its eaumeralion of heail 
winds, high seas, sea aicknesg, etc., we left 
.S'ew Weslmiester nt 2 o'clock and arrived 
at .N'anaimo at 1! pm, to take in oeal ; 
business hero, though limited, Hoeined to be 
healthy. 

Loll Nanaiiiio at '?. o'clock on the 6th, and 
arrived nt Fort Kupert at 3 o'clock on Ttli, 
where we won.' kindly r;'eeived by .Vjr, (Jnmp- 
ton, II. B.C. Agent^ who U a lino felluW,yonil 
talker and qiiilo hospitalilo ; spent a ple.isunl 
evening ; itio Rev. .Mr. (Jribbell, .Mr. Trounce 
and myself visited ■lli" Indian ranclios and 
viewed tho destruol inn causoil by H .M.M. 
Clio a few days before ; a portion of their 
houses had been burned down, shells had 
|nrforatcd many that were left .^landing, ei- 
liibiting apertures as large ns a dinner plate, 
where the missiles of death had passed throuj^h. 
They told piteous tales of tosses of lood, oil, 
blankets, and some seventy caooes ; the re- 
lusal lo give up two of their number obarged 
with murdering a slave was the oause ol the 
attack, but tho innocent Buffered far more 
lliaii ihn guilly.

Moflatt, the 
Compuny's agent at Ibis point it relieved by 
Mr. MadsoD, who oame up with ; tho 
fort bulldtngB exhibit a good stale of pro- 
lervaliOD, and tho interior is quito neat 
and pleaaSDt ; there is auito a largo camp 
here, aod tbs houses oi tbs ladlaas seem 
bolter built thao others that wo have seen, 
oecasionally f^y revelling in the loxuiy of a 
window sash ; having three days to remain 
hero wc conoludod lo inapaot them more 
closely ; aooordingly Meain.

SlH— By your p , ■.• ol Saturday morning 
last it appears tliiil tho member for Lake, .Mr.

Were it 
not for that genlloinen'.'! introduction ol n 
resolir.ioii dated s.j far back i\» iMil, to lln- 
erteot that any pi-rson or persons who should 
erect a h'lnnr Mill capablu of (jrindiiig lifly 
barrels ol superfine Hour per day, sbinikl be 
entitled to a bonus of Sl'iSO — by which 
action the present company will bo co.ni 
pletely shut out, u.s it ia not at presont in tho 
pnwar of the conipaiiy to onicl a .Mill of thai 
capacity. But on the other hand, if the.so 
two members had sustained the action taken 
by Mr. Duncan, it would have showo that 
Iho House had soma desire to assist the farm- 
ing iniercata, aod not, as bereiofora, to com^ 
pel them to depend uooa a foreign niarkui 
lor Ihoir bread.

Duncan, 
tho Missionary, wO; seated ourselves in a 
frail bark and beneath a pitiless rain wero 
conveyed to the Mission house; breakfast 
being over Mr. Dunoan anggosted that we 
make tho most of our short slay ; the bell 
having boon lung, about 50 juveniles nsaoiii. 
bled in the school room to ^o through oxer« 
cisoa in singing, which wcie accomplished 
in a very creditable manner ; Iho most ol 
Iho older boys were assisting their parents 
in wooding the ship, hence wo could not 
wituaea etercisos of a more advaiicod char- 
acter. The houses of tho people hare both 
in their o.vtorior decoration and intorior ap- 
pointments have the impress of an advance 
in civilization superior lo anything wc had 
observed amoug Indians before ; they gener- 
ally speak tolerable English, somo quito flu- 
ently ; they idolize .Mr. Dunoan, who has 
their confidence to a remarkable de;;rco, ex- 
hibiting a happy exemplification of tho 
power of kindnes.s and justice over the Indian 
character. They have mechanics of diflorent 
kinds, hunters, and laborers ; by an admira- 
ble system they are kept smployed and pnid 
in cash for tbe labor they perform ; there are 
no drunkards or prustilutes. Mr. Duncan 
has certainly doue a noble wotlc during tho 
seven or eight years be has been among them, 
and deaerves tho thanks of every friend of 
humanity for his earnestness, devotion, 
niid edicicncy. Rev. Frank Clribbell, a 
f.illow-pa.:sei);;er on a dying visit to 
.Meliobkalilln, will hereafter be an associate 
of .Mr. Diincsm in bis mi^sienuiy labors; .Mr. 
fi. preached on last Sabbath a. ihu (ioein 
Charlotte Company's Works, and is a young 
man (d Hiiu parts and good [irornise, and will 
no doubt be a va'nable assistant. 

Left .Metlalikahlla at S «. m. on tho 'i'^'li ; 
derangement ol ninchinery eoin|)ellin;^ ns 10 
auebor at the norlli end of (irunvillc C'haiiiiel 
to-day being Sunday .Mr. Gribboll discourseil 
fervently and practically upon the text " W ho 
is my noi(;hbor ?" 

Monday, 20th — Clot through Gieiiville 
Cliaiinel and enteretl a similar one formed 
by Princess iioyal Island and the main land ; 
weather pleasani with Iho exception ol an 
oceational showBr of rain, sleet or ball ; we 
here bad a spleodid view of one of tbe many 
waterfalls with which the lofty mountains, 
cootiaaing in an unbrokeQ ebain for two 
hundred miles on cither side of theac chnii' 
nels, abound. As far up as tbo eye could be- 
hold, apparently having its source in the 
clouds, tame gushing an impetuous volume ol 
water, widening as il fell on step-like tables 
or benches in tho mountain side, presenting 
a broad sheen of pearly foam only distin- 
guisliablo by its animation from the snow 
clad foliage that everywhere currnundcd il. 

Tuesday, 3ilili — Made a good run to-day ; 
crossed Millbaiik .Sound throuf;h Fisher's 
Channel, Filzhuj^li and Queen Charlotte 
Sounds ; leaving Nowwitti to the right, 
we passed into Galeto Channel and anchored 
in Beaver Harbor, Fort Rupert, at 2 o'clock 
a.m. on the 31st ; weighed anchor at II a.m. 
and were under wsigh fur N'anaimo ; passed 
Iho rapids at 12 and arrived at N'anaimo al !) 
o'clock a.m. February lat, where wc lemained 
an hour aod left for Victoria. 

While at Fort Rupert we were joined by 
Mr. Moss, the Indian agent fur British 
Columbia. Mr. Moss seems quite conversant 
ivith looalities and " prospscts" of the mineral 
deposits of the North. He exhibited a variety 
of specimens which look well, but not being 
intimately acquainted with " Mr. Rock," I 
can only be liopelul. 

In witnessing tho thousands of milcsof water 
frontage from Fort Simpson to Hurrard's lii« 
let, aad the towering mountains ol sand- 
stone, slates, quartz aud granilo — with the 
evidence on every hand of immense up- 
heavals by volcanic action, wo cannot lul 
our.-^elvcs of tlio conviction thul they are the 
depositories of untold mineral wealth ; while 
at their base naluie seems to have cut a con- 
tinuous caual in tho creation ol small islands 
in au unbibkcn lino along thair front, seem- 
ing to aay " this .shall be your highway, this 
your means of carriage." 

Lot na hope then that by pursuing an en- 
lightened policy, concentrating our energies 
by tbe TToion of tbe Colooioa we aball be able 
among other desirable aobievements lo ob- 
tain a geological survey of the united oolooies 
— that the Queen Charlotte coal enterprise, so 
tairly launched, and having such brilliant 
prospects, may bo but one ol a kindred kind 
for tho development ol tho laloot resources of 
the country. I can only close this dteal- 
tory sketch by thanking Captain Swan- 
son, who by hia urbanity and vigilance con- 
tributed 80 much towards making tbe trip 
agreeable- Q. W. M.
